The Grst wan the issue by 
the Preaidant of his proclamation an- 
nouncing to the world a blockade of a 
number of Cnban porta. and the Becond 
wa3 the iigning by him of the bill pro- 
vidinc lor the utilization o! the volunteer 
forces in war. 


Then, in addition, there was a notable 


retirement from the navy department in 
the caw ol Captain K. B. Bradford, 
chief of the equipment division. Cap- 
tain Brtdford la not only an officer of 
high scientific attainments, 
but is 


equipped aa well in practical experience 
in naval matters. Although he has not 
yet held his present office long and by 
custom is entitled to nearly three years 
of further service here, he baa become so 
impatient to join in active service that 
he today addressed the following letter 
to the President: 


"I respectfully tender my resignation 


AS chiel of the bureau of equipment of 
the navy department. It has bean a 
Kreat pleasnre to nerve during your ad- 
ministration in my pending capacity 
»nd I beg to espreea my ttiankn for the 
bonor conferred upon me by your ap- 
pointment to each • responBible office. 
This reaienition is tendered only that! 
.may ask for active service afloat." 


Captain Bradford addressed a similar 


letter to Secretary Long, with the addi- 
tion of a request to bavecommann' of an 
active war ship. The resignation will 
ba accepted and, by virtue o! his rank, beforu 
aa well aa to the mark of high regard en- Berry:

NEUTRALITY LAWS, 


Following Up the formalities beginning 


with the blockade proclamation the state 
department this afternoon addressed an 
identical note to all of the represents 
lives of the foreign nations accredited 
to Washington, notifyinR them of the 
policy to he pawned by this Kovernmenl 
in the matter of privateering and neu- 
trality. This was followed by the send- 
ing of cable messages to all American 
embassies and legations abroad contain 
iog the same information in a little 
more succinct form for presentation to 
the governments to which they are ac 
credited. The statement was precisely 
similar in the terms to that telegraphed 
by the Associated Press last "Wednesday 
and ita formal adoption by thn govarn- 
ment as the line of policy to be panned 
was not prevented by the criticism 
passed upon it in tl>« senate yesterday 
by Mr. Money of Mississippi. In brief, 
it declares that onr governmont will not 
reaort to privateering, that enemy's 
gooda ou neutral bottoms, save contra- 
band, are exempt from seizure; that 
neutral goods, not contraband, under 
enemy's flag ara exempt from seizure, 
and that blockades, to be binding, niuot 
bB effective. In substance these BIB the 
priDciple.1 laid down in the agreement 
of Paris of 1356. 
The officials are not disturbed at the 


sami-official notice from Madrid that 
Spain will refuse to be bound by the 
eame principles and forbid privateering, 
for they are satisfied that the great com- 
mercial powera will not tolerate the 
practice of privateering under the Span- 
ish flag. Inasmuch as there exists t

essentially warlike character. 


The second class includes provisions, 


naval stores, coal, horaea, certain kinds 
of machinery, certain forme of steel, 
iron, etc.. which are subservient to war- 
like uae and which are destined for the 
use of the enemy. They are contraband 
or not, according to occasion and condi- 
tions SB to their character, abipmont 
and destined UBB.

SAN' FBAKCISCO. April 2i>,—The follow- 


log ia a nummary of the 
weather 


bureau's bulletin of tho crop and cli- 
mate conditions throughout tbfl etate 
for the week ending April 25th: 


Tbe drought contionea in California. 


Like the preceding week the total rain- 
fall reported from the various weather 
ourean etatione was but .02 inches, 
which fell at Eureka. Tbe weekly de- 
ficiency varies from eight tenths of an 
inch at Eureka to a qnarter of an inch 
at Freatio and Los Au^eiea. 


At Sacramento tho weekly deficiency 


is half an inch. Too absence of even 
moderate late spring rain completed tbe 
damage bezna earlier in the season. In 
the interior ol the state the temperature 
haa averaeed from three to flv<* degrees 
above normal. Alons the central and 
northern coast it haa been about normal, 
and in Southern Calif a nia about four 
degrees above the normal. AB prev- 
ionslj reported, grain und bay flbow the 
effect of the continued dry weatner, and 
in moat flections «re beyond recovery,

Lawyers say, however, tbat as a 


purely legal proposition there is nothing 
in the charge, for perjury consists only 
in swearing falsely concerning a material 
issue in a case. It ia contended hy at- 
torneys that the story abont tbe alleged 
plan to aasassinate the Captain hail no 
relevancy in the battery case and should 
not have been admitted. Ii that posi- 
tion ia correct tbe perjury charge falls 


There is likely to be a legal battle or. 


that point when the case is called, and 
there is every possibility of the alleged 
scheme to assassinate tbe wealthy vme- 
yardist and mine-owner being gone into 
once more, with even more minuteness 
than in the battery case. It may be 
held, however, that it was, in fact, rele- 
vant as going to show the eitent of 
Dolan'a guilt, in which event it will de- 
volve on Mr. Dolan either to substan- 
tiate the story or to atand guilty of tho 
charge.

.Tfla a doable-header, two engines being 
used to haul the forty or iifty heavily 
aden cars. The engineers and tiremen 
5! both eng:nea jumped and saved their 
ivea. 
It is believed that two hoboa 


were buried in the wreck. 


The train was coming into Meadota at 


12.30 o'clock and innmng at a speed of 
about fiftesn milee an hour when the 
rails gave way and spread under the 
heavy engines. Thia waa at a point 
about 300 varda north of the station. 
Tae engines had just ptsaed over a 
switch when they left the tmck. 


Pat MeGraugu and his fireman, George 


Drake, were oil the firat engine. Both 
leaped from it and called to Engineer 
Thomaa and his fireman to jump for 
their livoa. The men in the aecond 
engine were only a moment behind 
those in the firat in leaping from the 
locaiaotivfl. The engines ran forward 
over the ties for some distance and then 
tumbled over to the aide of the track, a 
mass of bent and twiated iron. Seven- 
teen freight car? piled up on each other, 
makinp a big heap of wreckage.
